FRANK B. HILL IS 


BLOWN UP. 


Touches a Gas Leak With Flame 


and House is Nearly 


Shattered. 


Frank B. Hili. a mining man, residing at 318 Grand avenue, was 


the victim of a gas explosion this morning in the basement of his 
home and now lies in a critical condition under the care of two phys- 
icians. He was in the basement of the building overturning some 
old papers when he struck a light and the gas meter exploded, send- 
ing splinters of metal and wood flying in all directions. There must 
have been a leak. 


HEAVY EXPLOSION. 


Mr. Hill was standing close to the meter when it went off with 


terrific force. His two young children, Robert and Catherine, were 
in the basement also but were protected from the force of the explo- 
sion by the secretary behind which they were playing. The concus- 
sion was sufficient to smash all of the windows of the house. 


CLOTHES CATCH FIRE. 


Mr. Hill was knocked down and rendered unconscious. 
His clothing caught fire from.the bursting flames and he was 


only saved from a horrible death by burning by the prompt arrival of 
Anna Powers, the maid attending the two children. She heroically 
seized her unconscious employer- and rolled him over and over until 
the burning clothing had been extinguished. Had it not been for 
this young woman's great presence of mind and fearlessness the 


srtiaster of the house would have perished both by burning and gas 
suffocation.

NEIGHBORS ON SCENE. 


The report of the explosion brought several neighbors to the 


scene, among them being Deputy Treasurer George Gross 
He at 


once saw that Mr. Hill was dangerously hurt and sent for Dr. Cun- 
ningham. In the meantime an alarm of fire was turned in. Engine 
No. 1 responded quickly But was not required, as the only damage to 
the building was done by the explosion.

MANY WOUNDS;; 


After Dr. Cunningham had made an investigation of the injuries 


of Mr. Hill, Dr. Porter, the family physician, was sent for. It'was 
ascertained that Mr.- Hill's body was ^perforated in 'innumerable 
places by small pieces of iron which had composed the gas meter.v 


of the wounds is of a very serious nature and while the phys- 


ians in attendance believe Mr. Hill will recover, he had a miracu- 


s escape from death. 


HIS STATEMENT. 


In his statement to his physicians, Mr. Hill says: "I was hunt- 


ing over some old papers. They were very dusty. I approached very 
close to the gas meter but I am sure I did not touch it. All of a| 
sudden there was a blinding flash and a sound like thunder. That is 
all that I remember until I came to." 


MAID'S STORY. 


Miss Anna Powers, the maid who saved Mr. Hill's lifer is very 


modest. In telling her friends how she was able to be of great service 
to her employer, she says: "I was startled by the explosion and 
rushed down into the basement. About the first thing I saw was 
Mr. Hill lying on the floor. His clothing was afire. I rushed to 
ivhere he was and began to roll him over until the flames about him 
were out." 


The remarkable part of the explosion is the fact that the young 


son and daughter of Mr. Hill were uninjured. The damage to the 
building will amount to $500.

The plan by which the work of rescue was accomplished was 


simple enough, in fact, it was the only practicable way in which the 
task could have been safely accomplished. One of the life boats 
which drifted ashore several days after the wreck of the s,tisamer 
occurred was utilized, and the work was so completely finished that 
even the buggy was taken ashore.

HORSE IN THE SEA. 


Yesterday, around the noon 'hour, a party of men employed as 


watchmen on the beach, launched the boat and rowed to the wreck. 


The horse was then lowered into the water and a halter fastened 


about his head. The line was then taken by a man in the stern of 
the small boat, while three sturdy sailors manipulated the oars that 
towed the horse to a landing place. A second trip was made and this 
time the buggy was hoisted over the side and placed in the small 
boat. That vehicle also was safely landed. 


The horse was in good coniditon when first visited yesterday by 


the men. 


A GOOD SWIMMER. 


When dropped into the water he raised a little disturbance over 


the icy temperature of the brine, but after-he was-fairly-started on 
his shoreward course he stru'ck out like a good fellow and was soon 
swimming ahead of the boat. He was towed two miles down the 
coast to a sectiofidFthe beach that is not rocky and at which a safe 
landing could be made. The horse was not injured in the least, 
instead he was livelier than ever and immediately upon reaching the 
shore he pranced about and it was with difficulty that he was pre- 
vented from running awa yfrom his rescuers.

Williamson, was on hand and the animal was not slow in recognizing 
his master. -

.TO LEAVE FOR BERKELEY. 


Mr. Williamson, so a telephone message from Petaluma states, 


will leave for Berkeley, utilizing his castaway horse on the trip. The 
wreck is still in the hands of the Underwriters and nothing definite 
can be learned regarding the advisability of saving the ship and 
cargo. 


The matter .is at a standstill as far as Captain Turner is con- 


cerned, for he is awaiting the result of the Underwriters' considera- 
tion of his report on the vessel's condition.. An attempt may be made 
at an early date to save the fittings and as much of the rigging as is 
possible. 
To that end Captain Turner says a vessel will be dis- 


patched to the wreck and the work of salvage will then be com- 
menced.

WATCH ON THE SHORE. 


But all that work remains in the hands of the Underwriters. A 


close watch along the shore is being kept so as to prevent the many 
wreckers that have encamped along the beach from boarding the 
vessel in search of loot^ When she goes to pieces or is abandoned 
the wreckers will have an opportunity of getting in their work.

., Barry Is now at the home of his rel- 
atives at 1045 Capp street, San Fran- 
cisco, and "Miss SchultE Is with him, 
trying, to nurse him back to health. . 


BRIDEGROOM COMETH NOT. 


Last Wednesday was the day set for 


the wedding of Miss Schultz and Barry, 
and many guests had assembled at the 
home at 844 Alice street, to witness the 
ceremony and enjoy the wedding feast. 
Two hours before the time set for the 
wedding, Barry had telephoned to his 
fiancee, and when he did not appeal- at 
the house It was thought that he had 
missed his train. 


The minutes dragged into hours and 


still the bridegroom came not. Finally 
the .guests were dismissed, but Miss 
Schultz did not lose faith In the man 
she loved. Bright. and early the next 
morning she ,went ~to San Francisco, 
accompanied -t>y -her brother. A search 
of the Morgue and the hospitals of that 
city was made, but not." a trace was 
found of the missing.man. -• Then the 
young woman came to Oakland to con- 
tinue the search.

Sleets All the Directors in Contest 


for Control of Wabash

TOLEDO, Ohio, October 11.—George 


J. Gould today won a decisive victory 
over Joseph P.a.msey Jr., in the con- 
test for the control of the Wabash 
railroad, electing all of the six direc- 
tors to be chosen by the bondholders.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the Uni- 


versity of California yesterday reported to the Board of Regents that Mrs. 
Hearst offers to give the University the entire collection of archaeological and 
anthropological materials which she has been collecting during the' past seven 
years and which are now brought together in the westernmost building of the 
Affiliated Colleges. 


The gift includes also the materials contained in the Museum of Classical 


Art and Antiquities established oh the grounds of the University at Berkeley 
and also consignments of additional material now en route from Europe. This 
collection has cost Mrs. Hearat more than $400,000. 


She will also give to the University for the maintenance of the department 


of anthropology and rhe completion of the work of collecting and cataloguing' 
the various exhibits of the museum the sum of $60,000, payable in such Install- 
ments as the Regents may wish, not exceeding $20,000 in any one year; the 
whole sum to be expended under the direction of the Board of Regents. The 
aibove arrangement Is to begin as of July 1, 1906. 


The gift was accepted by the board and a committee will -be appointed to 


express the acknowledgment of the University to Mrs. Hearst. 


President "Wheeler reported another Important gift, to the University in 


the shape of a site for a biological laboratory at the seaside, to toe used in 
connection with the Spreckels laboratory at Berkeley, where Dr. Jacques Loeb 
Is engaged on original research. 
Dr. Morris Herzeteln of this city Is the 


i donor and the site is on Monterey bay, where a sufficient frontage has been 


acquired to insure purity of the water. The thanks of the University will be 
officially conveyed to Dr. Herzstein.

SUICIDE 


P, C. langemo, Late of 


Berkeley, Tries to 


End Life, 


EUGENE, Ore., October 11.—While in 


a morbid condition of mind produced by 
a continued illness, P. C. Langemo, late 
of Berkeley, and Instructor in the depart- 
ment of economics at the University of 
Oregon, made an attempt on his life by 
cutting his throat with a razor Monday. 


He was staying with an acquaintance, 


S. P. Ness, an attorney 
of 
Eugene. 
Tuesday afternoon the family was startled 
by hearing noises from Langemo's room, 
and, 
hurrying to the scene, found' him 
almost lifeless. Drs. Debar and Kuyken- 
dall were at once called in. The unfor- 
tunate man had lost considerable blood, 
but the doctors are confident he will 
recover. ' 
Much regret is expressed In university 
circles, as Langemo had 
made 
many 
friends, though he had been here but a 
short time. President Campbell does not 
know what will be done as to the place 
left vacant by Langemo's illness, and will 
wait a few days before taking action. 
Langemo was one of the new instructors 
engaged by the university this fall. His 
work here has been under Professor 
Young, conducting classes in economics 
and political science. He is a graduate 
of the University of Minnesota and was a 
close student under Dr. Ely afterward at 
the University of Wisconsin. 
He was 
exceptional;- well fitted for the work. 


P. C. Langemo, Instructor in economics 
at the University of Oregon, who at- 
tempted suicide at Eugene, was a mem- 
ber of the University of California fac- 
ulty for the last month. He had come 
from the University of "Wisconsin to ac- 
cept a fellowship In the department of 
economics under Professor 
Adolph 
C. 
Miller. 
His 
work 
had 
consisted of 
"reading"' and special investigation in 
railroad problems. 
Professor Miller spoke highly of his 


abJIHy, saying that he had come up fully 
to the recommendations of the faculty at 
Wisconsin. 
Professor Miller expressed 
great surprise at the news of the at- 
tempted suicide, declaring that Langemo 
hod seemed to him of a peculiarly san- 
guine and cheerful disposition. He ap- 
peared 
to have no 
family 
or other 


troubles that weighed on his mind, and 
Professor Miller was at a loss to account 
for a motive for tho rash act. 
Langeino received the call to the Uni- 
versity of Oregon ten clays ago, but the 
terms offered and Langemo decided to 
ceptlng the place, and his advisors in 
the faculty persuaded him to decline it. 
Later a telegram came Improving: the 
terms offered and aLngemo decided to 
accept. 
He left for his new place last 
Friday night and departed in excellent 
spirits.

[ appeared with the men at practice and 
rbas also taken part in the game with 
"Willamette, playtd last Saturday, but at. 
no time has he been in shape to play, i 
The cut he sustained was close to the j 
knee. His leg was gashed for several in-'

New York, October 11. 


No Important change, speaking 'broad- 


ly, has developed in the financial situa- 
tion {his week. The money market has. 
if anything, shown Increased strain, call 
rates, as was expected, exceeding tha 
high rates of last week; and there Is 
nothing In sight promising a return to 
the redundant condition to which the 
market had become accustomed. On the 
other hand, the large associated Inter- 
ests and Individual operators, who are 
by far the largest holders of the floating 
supplies of securities, are furnishing sup* 
port—at any rate to the extent of pre- 
venting sovera or 'uncontrol&ble reces- 
sions from the high range to which they 
have succeeded in advancing the general 
market. With such strong evidence of 
support, and moreover, with such a sen- 
timental as veil as practical Handicap 
as that contained In. th« very general 
prosperity in agricultural, industrial and 
commercial circles throughout the coun- 
try, 
the bear Interests are without a 


formidable leader; and 
operators who 


have sufficient 
courage to 
undertake 


short commitments do so with caution 
and are alwaysr prompt to cover on slight_ 
provocation. 
Tho market of the future' 


—both the immediate and. the moderate- 
ly remote future—will depend upon the 
ability of these large professional Inter- 
ests to successfully withstand a period 
of more or less financial strain and of 
adverse, or at any rate unsettling, de- 
velopments in the 
national legislative 


situation; particularly agitation for tar- 
if£ changes and Federal supervision of 
railroad rates. 


BANKS 
OVER-EXTENDED. 


So far as the money situation is con- 


cerned there is no question but what 
our associated banks are fully extended 
and that the trust companies—which in 
another 
name—are 
over-extended. 
It 


seems a perfectly safe conclusion that 
with call money ranging in the vicinity 
of seven per cer.t the trust companies 
will ha,ve withdrawn as far as possible 
all their funds they had placed in the 
banks at rates predicated upon large 
supplies. 
These withdrawals 
have In 


turn necessitated extensive curtailment 
of Joans by the banks in order to main- 
tain their necessary reserves. The sug- 
gestion at the annual meeting of the 
Clearing House that trust companies 
resume- their relations with tha Associa- 
tion la one that conservative banking 
Interests oan heartily indorse, especial- 
ly If, accompanying the resumption, a 
system satisfactory to the trust com- 
panies be devised whereby weekly re- 
ports of the condition of these companies 
become available. 
At the present time 


with the • reserves 
of the 
Associated 


Banks representing the chief financial 
strength of this center, the situation. Is 
certainly not favorable for a return to 
the recent low "range for money. In fact 
there are not a few indications that the 
stock market must adjust Itself to a 
higher range of indefinite duration, and 
the. process of readjustment is neces- 
sarily one requiring a measurable amount 
of liquidation. 
There is, for' instance, 


an inducement to carry securities yield- 
Ing three and four per cent when bank- 
ing facilities are ^available at two and 
three per cent. . But when the latter rise 
to seven and eight per cent the induce- 
ment to carry the same securities cor- 
respondingly decreases. 


SCARCITY OF MONEY. 


The current scarcity of money Is by 


no means the' sole result of the ordinary 
demand for moving the crops. These de- 
mands are necessarily larger than usual 
because the crops' themselves are much 
above the average. But the demand for 
money In mercantile channels, reflecting 
the " prosperity of, the country—the prep- 
arations for Increased business to result 
from this prosperity—represents a strain 
much more lasting than the ordinary 
seasonable demand for crop funds. With 
this prosperity there has developed a 
corresponding- season of extravagance, a 
season of increased demand for luxuries 


that in view of the extraordinary de- 
mands for funds in the world's money 
market, ~of -which New York has become 
such an Important component, will be 
quite sufficient to maintain the value of 
money on a much higher basis than has 
r&cently been the case. The Imports of 
luxuries are quite significant In this di- 
rection, the month!}- report of the Ap- 
praiser of the Port of New York, for In- 
stance; showing an increase of, in round 
numbers, $5,000,000, made up in great 
part at luxuries, in the appraised value 
of Importations for the month of Septem- 
ber.- There was, for example, an In- 
crease ot more than SI,000,000 in the 
Import value of precious atones; 119 au- 
tomobllee were brought Into tha country 
In September thin year, as compared 
•with TZ.cani In the same month of 1904; 
and from January to September, Inclu- 
sive, 772 cars, valued at 13,000,000, were 
brought In at this port, In comparison 
with 485 In the same period last rear. 
In addition to this Indication • of un- 
bridled expenditure, there are the de- 
mands upon the world's market for peace 
funds—for funds to aid recoveries by 
both Japan and Russia, from the drains 
made by the war. Both countries during 
the war resorted to loans from their 
own people rather than assume risk of 
injuring 
their foreign 
credits. 
These 


loans, for short terms, it is now thought 
advisable to repay in order 
that the 


funds may find employment in restoring 
proper equilibrium in 
domestic affairs 


after the losses of war. Russia ha* In- 
timated a desire to borrow something 
over {300,000,000 by the end of this month 
and Japan Is likewise desirous of secur- 
ing funds on .a peace basis, allowing the 
unexpended balances of her recent loans 
to constitute a reserve. In both instances ] 
these new demands will become factors | 
in the local money market, even should' 
New York not be requested to officially ; 
participate in them, in thst they will re- j 
Quire a further accumulation of foreign j 
funds, which will In turn mean addition- ! 
al handicaps upon the movement of gold ; 
to this center. 
In this connection the 


rise to five per cent In the German Bank 
rate Is significant. 


The stock market situation from the 


money standpoint Is therefore one that 
cannot be too closely watched and one 
that suggests the utmost conservatism 
In market operations. Fluctuations prom- • 
iso to be sufficiently active to constitute 
a good trading market, with opportuni- 
ties for quick profits on either account. 
In addition to the money situation other 
more general considerations point to the 
desirability of conservatism. 
President 


Roosevelt has, for Instance, this week 
intimated his continued • determination of 
securing, If possible, Federal supervision • 
of railroad rates; and there are good' in- 
dications that tariff agitation la. to'as-i 
sume Importance as a stock market In- 
fluence. 1 still have reason to believe 
that whatever action be finally.taken in 
both these Instances will be same in 
character, and that such rate legislation 
as shall be ultimately enacted will not 
be oonflscatory. 
Nevertheless agitation 


of both questions is apt to be unsettling 
Sn its 
general Influence. 
Meanwhile, 


.however, there are no Indications of re- 
action from the Ideal agricultural. In- 
dustrial and commercial conditions that 
have been current and that have un- 
questionably been discounted to a meas- 
urable degree by the current high range 
of quotations for securities. Bank clear- 
ings, railroad earnings and all the usual 
standards of measurement reflect a con- 
tinuance of the wave of prosperity. The 
crops have been secured and frosts from 
now on, so far as corn is concerned, will 
be powerless for harm; and the outlook 
for cotton has improved to the extent 
that the usual heavy declines in condi- 
tion during the months of July, August 
and September have not this year taken 
place.

Ham Hall's Bright Idea 


William Hammond Hall, whose career as State Engineer is 


chiefly a matter of record in the salary accounts at Sacramento, has 
developed an engaging reason why the National and State govern- 
ments should defray two-thirds the cost of reclaiming swamp lands 
belonging to private parties. He starts out with the proposition that 
It is the duty of the Government to preserve and improve navigable 
waterways. Upon this predicate he erects the theory that the lands 
along such waterways should be reclaimed at Government expense 
in order to make business for navigation. A most alluring proposi- 
tion, truly—for the owners of the land to be reclaimed. Because the 
Government provides them with cheap water transportation, the 
Government should also protect their lands from overflow. Here 
is how the Stockton Independent, which is no tule intellectually, 
states Mr. Hall's ingenuous proposition: 


"In reaching this conclusion, which the Independent does not 


affect to state in Mr. Hall's exact language, the mosf: telling point 
he<,makes for the appreciation of lay minds is in stepping into the 
broader field of production and human utility. He does not confine 
himself to technical engineering but goes beyond it and shows that 
to maintain a navigable stream is useless unless other conditions are 
such as to make a demand for a navigable stream. In other words, 
a navigable river flowing from the mountains through an expanse 
of unreclaimed tules, would not be navigated, and the only excuse 
that a government can find to establish and maintain navigable 
waterways is to afford convenient and cheap transportation to the 
productions along their courses. If the maintenance of navigation 
is so planned as to prevent production, then navigation defeats its 
jown end." 


The dog that expends his energies in chasing his tail does not 


more sur'ely describe a circle than Mr. Hall's ratiocination circum- 
navigates the circumference of logic. A river runs through tule 
swamps for a hundred miles. The Government having given away 
the submerged lands on either side on condition that the grantees 
reclaim them, is first bound to improve the stream as a navigable 
waterway, and, second, it must reclaim the swamp lands that they 
may be made to produce crops to be transported on the stream. The 
eagle brain of Mr, Hall is a marvel. 
No wonder he is flippantly 


referred to by his acquaintances as Ham Hall. On the stage he 
•would be termed ham fat. 


Newton C. Dougherty, president of the Peoria Board of Educa- 


tion, has been indicted on 97 counts for forgery, embezzlement, 
perjurj and other offenses. He is alleged to have stolen $750,000 of 
school funds. Mr. Dougherty, who has a national prominence as an 
educational authority, naively confesses that he-has kept no books, 
saying he is a school teacher, not a business man. With a tenderness 
for his own feelings not difficult to appreciate, he terms his forgeries 
and peculations "errors." How great are the resources of the pro- 
fessional scholar! Mr. Dougherty's idea that being a school teacher 
•absolved him from the penalties of theft and the necessity of keeping 
a record of official financial transactions is unique, to say the least. 
jit is worthy of a life insurance president. 
But it is embarrassing 


and dangerous for a man of Mr. Dougherty's financial mtehods to 
keep books; they tell tales. Perhaps, after all, Mr. Dougherty's ideas 
of business were not so simple as he would have us believe, although 
it is easily conceivable that a man who does not know enough not to 
| steal should be too ignorant to keep books. However, the revelations 
in his case suggest the wisdom of including a few lessons in common 
honesty and bookkeeping in the "higher education" courses of study.

UNIVERSITIES AND COMMON SCHOOLS. 


AFTERMATH. 


Notwithstanding the prevalence of yellow fever in New Orleans 


this season, the death rate of the Crescent City has been materially, 
lowered. 
It is actually the lowest ever recorded in summer, being 


less than 18 per 1000 for white and less than 20 per 1000 for negroes 
during August. Not only that, but the death rate in New Orleans this 
summer has been lower than 18 of the principal cities of the United 
States. The solution of the riddle is the vigorous sanitary measures 
of the health authorities and the dieting and hygienic precautions 
adopted by the people at large. Although yellow fever gained a foot- 
hold in New Orleans early in the summer and spread to many cities, 
towns and hamlets along the Gulf Coast in Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Florida, it has not become epidemic anywhere. It has been held 
in check by concerted medical action, and the mortality has been 
about 13 per cent of those stricken. As a rule, the victims of the 
disease belong to the poorer classes, living amid unsanitary surround- 
ings. The result proves that the best way to deal with yellow fever 
is for people to stand their ground and fight It. 


No lutle commuUon has arisen throughout California over the 


recent order of the State Board of Education that no more of the 
advanced grammars shall be issued from the State' Printing Office. 
This means, of course, an increased burden of expense in the pur- 
chase of books from the Eastern publishers, as the grammar now 
used by a pupil, which might otherwise have served for his brother 
or sister next year, must be replaced by a new book and paid for^ in 
a great majority of cases, by people who can ill 'afford unnecessary 
expense even for such indispensable articles as school books. 


In commenting upon the matter of the recent frequent changes 


in school books for the public schools of"this State, Governor Pardee 
is quoted as saying: 
, 


"The trouble is that our system in California is being perpetually 


dragged forward by the ever-increasing demands of the universities. 
Every year the examination for admission to the great universities 
is increasing, and in consequence the lower schools have to keep in 
the procession. The result is an increased burden of study on the 
pupils. So rapidly has this demand for a higher standard of educa- 
tion grown that I very much doubt that a junior of my time in the 
university would be able at this day to pass the present entering 
examination. To my mind, this is too heavy a burden on the school 
children of the present day." 


There is no doubt that the Governor is right in his conclusion. 


The "higher education" is a grand thing for those (comparatively 
very few) who can afford to acquire it, but it\must be said that it 
is by no means an unmixed good if it be allowed to operate against 
the interests of the great army of boys and girls of the State who are 
bent upon securing the American youth's natural heritage, a common 
school education.

Gomez and His Mission 


General Jose Miguel Gomez, late candidate for President of the 


Republic of Cuba, has come to the United States to importune Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to get off the lid so he can inaugurate a revolution in 
the good old South American way, to oust President Palma from j 
power. The request is a cheeky one, in view of the fact that Gomez 
and his followers have made opposition to the Platt amendment 
an issue in politics. They ha-\e raised the cry of "Cuba for the 
Cubans," asserting that President Palma is over-friendly to the I 
United States and is dominated by Washington influence. Moreover, 
General Gomez represents the more ignorant and disorderly elements 
of Cuban society. O-Ju.y enough, a large proportion of the element 
that remained loyal to the Spanish Crown during the struggle for 
Cuban liberty has flocked to his standard. The underlying note of 
the whole propaganda of the Liberal party, of which Gomez is the 
-head, is one of hostility to American influence in Cuba. On the other 
hand, the great bulk of the property-owning, conservative elements 
of Cuban society supports Palma and his friendly policy toward the i 
United States. The Palma administration stands for peace and order, 
the two filings most necessary just now to the prosperity and pro- 
gressive well-being of Cuba, while Gomez and his supporters desire 
to precipitate a political convulsion which would surely be accom- 
panied by violence and probably result in civil war. They are only 
deterred from resorting to revolutionary measures by fear that the 
United States, acting under the authority conferred by the Platt 
amendment, will interfere to prevent any armed disturbance. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has not hinted at interference, but the promptitude j 
and resolution he has displayed in other matters causes the boisterous [ 
elements arrayed against the Palma administration to pause. If the j 
dispatches from Washington state the matter correctly, Gomez is 
here to secure some assurance from President Roosevelt that he will 
not interfere in Cuban matters, or. perhaps, to ask the President to j 
recommend the repeal of the Platt amendment. There are doubtless 
iotind arguments in favor of repeal, but the character of Gomez's fol- 
lowing and the personal ambition which animates him negative any 
request he may make in that direction. Apparently the time has not 
arrived for taking the lid off in Cuba.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—In accordance with the provisions of his 


will, the body of George William Catt, husband of Mrs". Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, ex-president of the National Woman's Suffrage Associa- 
tion and president of the International Woman's Suffrage Associa- 
tion, will be dissected for the advancement of medical and surgical 
knowledge. 


• Mr. Catt died on Sunday at his home, No. 205 West Fifty- 


seventh street, following an operation for gall stones, and a special 
permit was issued by the Health Department and the body taken to 
Cornell University and Bellevue Hospital Medical College yesterday 
afternoon after the funeral at his home. 


Various portions of the human body have been willed to medical 


schools "from time to time, and it has not been unusual fo^men of 
science to will their brains to such institutions, but this is the first 
time in the remembrance of doctors in this city that a man of good 
position and generally normal conditions of health has given his 
entire body for the advancement of medical knowledge. 


The study of Mr. Catt's body is expected to be of unusual benefit, 


because, except for the disease from which he died, it was in all 
respects normal and healthy.. This disposition of the body was 
directed by Section 6 of his will, which reads: 
__ 


"IT IS MY WISH THAT MY BODY BE GIVEN TO A

MEDICAL COLLEGE IN WHICH ANATOMY AND SURGERY 
ARE TAUGHT, NEAREST TO THE PLACE OF MY DEMISE,

KNOWLEDGE." 


Mr. Catt, who was a civil engineer of national repute, and » 


member of various scientific societies here and abroad, drew up his 
will in 1897. 


After discussing the matter with his wife and frequently express- 


ing his regret that medical colleges seldom had an opportunity to 
dissect the body of a healthy, intelligent man, he gained her consent 
to bequeath his body to science. 


Mr. Catt was born in Davenport, Iowa, in 1860. He was gradu- 


at-d in civil engineering from the Iowa State College in 1882. In 
1893 he organized and became president of the New York Dredging 
Company, which engaged in various harbor improvements for the 
United States Government, for private parties, along the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts, including a seven mile ship canal at Sabine Pass. 
Tex. He organized later the Atlantic, Gulf & Pacific Company, an 
association of engineers and contractors of which he was president. 


The company has a $3,000,000 contract for harbor work in the 


Philippine Islands and $2,000,000 worth of coast work. 


Mr. Catt was married to Mrs. Carrie Lane Chapman of Seattle 


in 1890. They have no children.

"Then, again, I am In favor 
of a

ball. I would also like to see the time

CHANGE 


PORTLAND, October 11.—"I see that I 


have been quoted as being In favor of a 
change in the league, so as to divids 
California and the North," said Ben G. 
Ely. "I would like to have it thoroughly 
understood that I am not only satisfied 
with the league as it Stands, but hope 
to see_lt continue. There are some fea- 
tures that might bo changed and doubt- 
less will in the course of time, but the 
present league should, continue. 


"There are many 
reasons 
wb;- 
It 
would be unwise for us to go back to 
the old Northwest League, which Is the 
other scheme that offers Itself. In the 
first place, I do not believe that the 
people would be satisfied with the kind 
of ball' that we could afford to give 
them. 
They have been educated to a 
different standard, and that Is what thev 
want. 
Should we leave California, we 
would be compelled to give a quality of 
ball that would noti be up to what our 
league offers at present. 
"Then there are financial reasons to 
be considered. In the new league, as 
discussed, we would have two good cities, 
Seattle and Portland, and two with only 
a fair support—Tacoma and 
Spokane. 
Spokane is undoubtedly a better city 
than Tacoma, but even with that is 
hardly as strong as Seattle or Portland. 
It might possibly be a wise plan to 
shorten the season. That Is a matter 
that can be discussed at the annual 
meeting this fall."

divisions. -The Importance of this de- 
partment can be realized when it Is con- 
sidered that the Secretary has under his 
charge the customs service of the United 
States as well as the- internal revenue 
service 
In addition to these important' 


bureaus, the mints of the United States 
are in this department and also the Sec- 
ret Service Division, the Life Saving 
Servlce.^the Bureau of Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service, and the Bureau 
of Engra\ Ing and Printing 
The last 


mentioned bureau, that of engraving and 
printing1, is one of the most Interesting 
and Instructive to visit 
Here are print- 


ed Government bonds and the National 
currency, together with postage and, rev- 
enue stamps, 
commissions, passports, 


etc. 
The actual work of engraving the 


plates Is not shown 
They are closely 


guarded by day and locked in the vaults 
at night, the utmost precaution being 
Tjjted. In the printing of the notes a pe- 
culiar silk fibered paper is used, made 
In Dalton, Massachusetts 
Its manufac- 


ture is a closely guarded trade secret, 
and the law forbids possession by others 
of any such paper or its imitation. Old 
currency Is sent to the redemption, divi- 
sion to be exchanged for new, an aver- 
age of one million dollars a day being 
received. 
Among the young lady em- 


ployes Is an expert whose sole duty is to 
unravel the mysteries of mutilated cur- 
rency sent In for redemption. There are 
pieces of bills which pet dogs have at- 
tempted to swallow or babies to tear Into 
pieces 
The amounts allowed In redemp- 


tion for mutilated currency is regulated 
in accordance with the 
sizes 
of the 


pieces: 
For Instance, If three-fifths of 


a bill is received it Is redeemable at its 
full face value, less than three-fifths and 
more than two- fifths, at one-half the 
value, any portion less than two-fifths 
not redeemable unless absolute proof la 
presented that the rest was destroyed 
The Supervising Architect of the Treas- 
ury Department has charge of the erec- 
tion of all the public buildings through- 
out the United States, purchasing sites 
preparing plans and letting contracts 


WAR DEPARTMENT. 


"The "War Department contains a num- 


ber of bureaus that apparently might 
have been placed In other departments 
The magnitude of the work In charge of 
the corps of engineers of this depart- 
ment can be realised when it is consid- 
ered that all the river and harbor works 
throughout the United States is under 
their direction 
At the last session of 


Congress over thirty million dollars was 
appropriated for river and harbor workr 
this beings exclusive of amounts appro- 
priated for work now being carried on 
under continuous contract 
The work 


of the Isthmian Canal Commission Is 
within the Jurisdiction of the War De- 
partment " 


The Navy Department and the De-

POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


In speaking of the Postoffice Depart- 


ment, Congressman Knowland declared
